To the inhabitants of the town of Lisbon, in the county 
of Grafton and State of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Lisbon on Tuesday, the 11th day of March, next, at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To choose by ballot two delegates to the Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


Art. 3. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and to make appropriations for the same. 


Art. 4. To hear reports of agents, auditors and spec- 
ial committees heretofore chosen and to pass any vote in 
relation thereto. 


Art. 5. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of the highways 
and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to issue druggists’ permits to any druggist 
who is a registered pharmacist doing business in Lisbon 
to sell liquor for medical use upon a physician’s pre- 
scription, under the provisions of Chapter 147, Sec. 14 
of the Laws of 1917. 
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Art. 7. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the public libraries in addi- 
tion to what is required by law, and to determine how 
the same shall be divided. 


Art. 8.. To see if the town will vote to discount all 
taxes paid on or before July 5th, 1930. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to light the 
streets of Lisbon Village District all night during the 
entire year; Sugar Hill from the dwelling of H. J. 
Field to the Hotel Lookoff, from the Baptist church 
through Lover’s lane to Franconia line, from Goodnow 
school house to the Homestead, and from the Lisbon and 
Franconia town line to the dwelling of Joseph Pelletier. 
Sugar Hill and vicinity to be lighted the entire year 
until midnight, and from five A. M. until daylight. All 
of the above premises to be lighted with electricity; and 
to raise and appropriate the necessary money for the 
same. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate money for lighting Barrett’s station at North 
Lisbon. 

Art. 11. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the benefit of the District 
Nursing Association. 


Art. 12. Tosee what action the town will take towards 
applying for state aid for the maintenance of the trunk 
line and state aid highways, and to raise and appropri- 
ate the necessary money to secure the same. 


Art: 13. To see if the town will vote to apply for 
state aid construction, and to raise and appropriate the 
necessary money for the same. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate money to properly observe Old Home day. 
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Art. 15. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper observance of 
Memoria] Day. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate four hundred dollars to help destroy the white 
pine blister. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate money to repair the roads leading from Peck- 
ett’s to Voorhees and the Baptist church. 


Art. 18. Toseeif the town will vote to repair the 
road leading from the Roscoe Bean place, now owned by 
Corey, to the Blake place, and to the Smith place, and 
raise and appropriate the necessary money for the 
same. 


Art. 19. Toseeif the town will vote to repair the 
road from Pear] Lake to Sugar Hill, and raise and ap- 
propriate the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to improve and 
repair the highway leading from the precinct line, by 
the Bishop farm to the Lyman road, and raise and ap-: 
propriate the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to plow the 
town roads of the town, and if so to raise and appropri- :

To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to oil the road from the corner at the Home- , 
stead on Sugar Hill, past the Sunset Hill House, to 
Hotel Lookoff, and the road leading to Peckett’s from 
its intersection with the Franconia road, and to raise 
and appropriate the necessary money for the same. 
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Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the necessary money to extend the cement 
sidewalk on Sugar Hill, commencing where the present 
walk leaves off and going towards Hotel Lookoff. 

Art. 24. To see what action the town will take 
towards fixing the compensation of the tax collector. 

To seeif the town will vote to repair the 
Town Hall, and if so to raise and appropriate the neces- 
sary funds for the same. 

Art. 26. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to sell all or a part of the land owned by the town 
near Pelletier’s garage.

To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate money for the new cemetery. 


Art. 30. To seeif the town will authorize the select- 
men to heat the Town Hall sufficiently for basket ball 
practice for the high school girls and boys during the 
months of December, January and February, and to 
raise and appropriate the money necessary for the same. 


To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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Report of Water Commissioners of Lisbon 
Village District 





In accordance with a vote of the District at a special meet- 
ing, the water commissioners purchased the water system and 
equipment and franchises of the Lisbon Water Works Co., for 
the value of stock at $30,000, and assumed outstanding liabil- 
ities of the company amounting to $13,800. The water rents 
due July lst were turned over to the District after paying cur- 
rent charges, consisting of taxes, etc. 

The commissioners purchased rights of way for the new 
ten inch main which has been constructed from the reservoir 
to the village, at a cost of $650, and purchased the cottage 
and land at the outlet of the pond owned by Oscar Clark, for 
$400. The purchase of the rights of way does away with the 
danger of flood from the brook, and the main as now laid 
should not be affected in any way by high water, and elimin- 
ates crossing the brook in two places. 

A ten inch main has been laid from the reservoir to the foot 
of Savage Hill in place of the old eight inch main, and an 
eight inch main laid along Atwood and High streets nearly to 
the railroad crossing, in place of the old four inch main, which 
has increased the pressure at the bank in the vicinity of ten 
pounds. There is now an eight inch main from the foot of 
Savage Hill to the Union House, and sufficient pipe to lay an 
eight inch main from the Union House to the Bank block has 
been purchased and paid for by the District. This work will 
be completed in the spring. 

The total outlay for the new mains as laid, the additional 
pipe purchased as above, rights of way, superintendent’s sal- 
ary, additional hydrants, collector’s salary, etc., has been 
$23,367.02. 
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The commissioners recommend that a larger pipe be in- 
stalled on School street to the school house, in place of the 
old cement pipe which is not large enough to give adequate 
tire protection. They also recommend that the eight inch 
pipe be extended from the Bank block to the Lisbon Manu- 
facturing Co. mill, and a six inch main be laid from near the 
railroad crossing to the new development of the Lisbon Im- 
provement association land, as the latter territory is only 
served by an inch and a half pipe and there is no fire protec- 
tion provided. These pipes, when laid, should materially 
reduce the insurance rates and furnish adequate fire protec- 
tion. New hydrants have been installed at the foot of Savage 
hill and on Atwood street, and six large hydrants have been 
purchased by the commissioners for use in the Square as soon 
as the new pipe is laid in the spring. 

In order to carry out this work and install the necessary 
pipes, the commissioners recommend that an additional bond 
or note issue of $25,000 be voted at the District meeting, 
which with the unexpended portion of the $75,000 already 
voted, and current income, should nearly take care of the 
necessary additions.
